ions call for a light colored brick in 
Iio upper part, tho basement lo be 
io'iislruclcd 'of dark paving

Tho entrance to tho building will 


10 level with tho ground, with a 
obby just inside.the door, with stairs 
ending lo tho IIrut Iloor. Tho blairs 
vill bo of marble, and tho lower hall 
vill have a tile Iloor. 
On the llrst 


loor will bo rooms for the mayor, 
cleik, treasurer, ,city attorney, asscs- 
lor, and a committee 
room, 
with 


oileU, and there will als6 bo vaults 
'or tho different ofllcors who have 
•ocords to preserve. 


In tho basement there.will bo a 


ockuj) with four cages, this part of 
the building bolng constructed In a. 
Ireproaf manner in every respect, 
uul on tho other side of tho building 
there will be an ofllco tor the chief 


police, with healing plant, etc. 


will also be a shower bath in 


Hie basement In caso It is deemed 
idvlsablc to glvo a prisoner a'bath. 


The second story ot (lie building 


will be devoted entirely to tho eoun- 


II room, which will be the full size 


of tho building. The central part of 
ho room will be for the coifncil with 
ooni ii" the sides for spectators, the 
101 lion for the use ot tlio council bo- 
ng partitioned off from the rcnNiin- 
lor of the room by a railing.

SANITARY RULINGS FOR HOTELS 


The following changes in hotel reg- 


ulations have been made by the state 
board of health: 
* 
First, that all restaurants in cities, 


villages and towns adjacent to a 
public sewer system and a public 
water supply or In a block through 
which a public sewer and water main 
extend, shall be equipped with a suit- 
xble lavatory and a sink in the res- 
taurant kitchen, connected in the 
proper manner with the public sewer 
and water systems. 
Second, that the .use of the eora- 


non roller towel in all places is pro- 
hibited even though individual tow- 
els are supplied In addition to the 
roller'towel. 
Third, that top and under sheets 


are to be of sufficient size to com- 
plo'tely cover the mattress and fold 
under on both sides and ends. After 
lanuary,!, 1918, both sheets must 
bo at least DG inches long after being 
laundered. 
c 
Fourth, that after January 1, 1918 


the use of quilts akd comforters on 
transient'bods must be discontinued. 


Fifth, that not later than July 1, 


1038, all hotels and 
restaurants 


equipped with sewerage and running 
water must be provided with bub- 
bling 
drinking, fountains; 
when 


bubbling fountains, can not be--In- 
stalled; clean Individual drinking 
cups or glasses for each guest must 
be supplied upon request.

CITY HALL WILL 


BE A FINE BUILDING 


The plans for the new city hall as 


jrepared by Architect Billmyre, show 
up in fine -shape, and it-is- evident 
that the. structure 
will, be a fine 


building and would indicate that it 
will be all that is needed by Grand 
Rapids i'or a number of years to 
come. 
It is estimated- that the building 


will cost about $25,000, altho it can- 
lofbe told what the different con- 
tractors will put up. the building, for 
until'the bids'are opened next Tues- 
day, when, if they are. within the.ap- 
propriation,' the contract will prob- 
ib'ly be let. 
The building will be 42x64, feet on 


the. outside, and will, face on Grand 
Avenue on the ground owned by the 
city near the Northwestern tracks. 
The building will,be two stories high 
with a basement,, and the specifica- 
tions call for a light colored brick in 
he upper part, the basement to be 
constructed, /of. dark paving 
bjrick 


from the ground to the first story. 


The entrance to the building will 


jo-, level with the ground, with a 
obby just ineide..the door, with.stairs 
eading to the first floor. The stairs 
vill be of marble, and the lower hall 
will have a tile floor. On the first 
floor will be rooms for the mayor, 
ilerk, treasurer, ,city attorney;- asses- 
sor and a committee room, 
with 


toilets, and there will also1 be vaults 
for the different officers who have 
<ecords to preserve. 
In the basement there,will be a 


ockup with four cages, this part of 
the building being constructed in a 
fireproof 
. manner in every respect, 


and o'n the other side of the building 
there will be an oCQce for the chief 
of police, with heating plant, etc. 
There will'also be a shower bath in 
the basement in case it is Adeemed 
j'dvisable to give a prisoner a'bath. 


The second story of. the building 


will be devoted entirely to the coun- 
cil room, which will be the full size 
of the building. The central part of 
the room will be for the council with 
room nn t.he sides for spectators, the 
portion for the use of the council be- 
ng partitioned off from the remain- 
der of the room by a railing. It is so 
arranged that this railing can be 
taken down if desirable 
and 
the 


whole room thrown into one part. 


The outside appearance 
of 
the 


building will be nice in appearance, 
-he eaves extending out far enough 
ro give it a bungalow effect, and 
there is enough embellishment to re- 
ieve the monotony of blank walls. 
The interior, while not 
elaborate, 


will be in keeping with the remain- 
der of the structure, and the whole 
affair will be something that we need 
not be ashamed of. When finished it 
will dress up that part of the city 
in a very appreciable manner and 
will do much to improve the general 
appearance of things.

The plans for the new city ball as 


prepared by Architect Billmyre, show 
up in fine shape, and it is evident 
that the structure will be a fine 
building and would indicate that it 
will be all that is needed by Grand 
Rapids for a number of years to 
coine. 
It is estimated that the building 


will cost about $25,000, altho it can- 
not be told what the different con- 
tractors will put up the building for 
until the bids are opened next Tues- 
day, 
when, if they are within the ap- 


propriation, the contract will prob- 
ably be let. 
The building will be 42x64 feet on 


he outside, and will face on Grand 
Vvenue on the ground owned by the 
city near the Northwestern tracks. 
The building will be two stories high 
vith a basement, and the specifica- 
ions call for a light colored brick in 
he upper part, the basement to be 
constructed /of dark paving bjrick 
roin the ground to the first story. 


The entrance to the building will 


ne level with the ground, with a 
obby just inside.the door, with stairs 
eading to the first floor. The stairs 
vill be of marble, and the lower hall 
vill have a tile iloor. 
On the first 


floor will be rooms for the mayor, 
clerk, treasurer, city attorney, asses- 
sor and a committee 
room, 
with 


oilets, and there will also be vaults 
'or the different officers who have 
•ecords to preserve. 
In the basement there-will be a 


ockup with four cages, this part of 
the building being constructed in a 
fireproof 
manner in every respect, 


and on the other side of the building 
there will be an office for the chief 
of police, with heating plant, etc. 
There will also be a shower bath in 
he basement in case it is Adeemed 
•advisable to give a prisoner a bath. 


The second story of the building 


will be devoted entirely to the coun- 
cil room, which will be the full size 
of the building. 
The central part of 


die room will be for the council with 
room 01 thp sides for spectator?, the 
portion for the use of the council be- 
n" partitioned off from the remain- 
der of the room by a railing. It is so 
arranged that this railing can be 
aken down if desirable 
and 
the 


whole room thrown into one part. 


The outside 
appearance 
of 
the 


juilding will be nice in appearance, 
the eaves extending out far enough 
to give it a bungalow effect, 
ana 


-here is enough embellishment to re- 
ieve the monotony of blank walls. 
The interior, while 
not 
elaborate, 


will be in keeping with the remain- 
ler of the structure, and the whole 
iffair will be something that we need 
jot be ashamed of. When finished it 
will dress up that part of the city 
n a very appreciable manner and 
will do m'uch to improve the general 
appearance of things.

'ASKS THE'FARMERS TO AID 


Chief Executive Tells Them That They 


Hold the Fate of Nations and Asks 


h 
Every Effort t'o Supply Food 


—Says 'the Supreme Test

. Washington, AprlJ l7.-In a personal 
'appeal addressed on Sunday night.to 
ills follow countrymen President WH- 
«on calls upon every American citizen, 
—man. woman and chlid-to Join to- 
gether to make the nation a unit for the 
preservation of Its Ideals and for tri- 
umph of democracy in the world war. 


"The supreme test of tho nation has 


come," says the address. "We must 
all speak, act and serve together. 


Putting the navy on a war footing 


land raising a great army are the sim- 
plest parts.of the great task ahead, the 
president declares, and he urges all the 
Deople, with particular emphasis on 
Us words to the farmers, to concen- 
trate their energies, practice economy, 
jprove unselfishness and demonstrate 
efficiency. 


Text of Address. 


'" The address follows: 


«'My fellow countrymen : 
"The entrance or our own beloved 


country Into the grim and terrible war 
for democracy und humiin rights which 
lias shaken the world creates so many 
problems | of national life and action 
which call for Immediate consideration 
and settlement that I hope you will 
permit me to address to you a few 
words ;of earnest counsel and appeal 
with regard to them. 


"We are rapidly putting oMr navy 


upon an effective war footing and are 
about to create and equip a great army, 
but these aro the simplest parts of tho 
great Itask to which wo have addressed 
ourselves. 
"There is not a single selflsh ele- 


ment, so far as I can see, In the cause 
we are fighting for. We are fighting 
for what we believe and wish to be the 
Tights of mankind and for the future 
peace and security of the world. 


Devote Selves to Service. 


"To do this great thing worthily and 


successfully we must devote ourselves 
to the service without regard to profit 
or material advantage and with an 
energy and Intelligence that will rise 
to the level of the enterprise Itself. 


"These, then, are tho things we 


must do nnd do well, besides fighting— 
tho things without which mere fight- 
ing would be fruitless: 


"Wo must supply abundant food for 


ourselves and for our armies and our 
seamen not only, but also for a large 
part of the nations with whom wo have 
now made common cause, In whose 
support and by whose sides wo shall 
be fighting. 


Must Supply Ships. 


"We must supply ships by the hun- 


dreds out of our shipyards to carry 
to the other side of. the sea, subma- 
rines or no submarines, what will every 
day be needed there, and abundant 
materials out'of our fields and our 
mines and our factories with which 
not onlv to clothe and equip our own 
forces on land and sea but also to 
clothe and -support our people for 
whom the gallant fellows under arms 
can no longer work, to help clothe and 
equip1 the armies with which we are 
co-operating In Europe, and to keep 
the looms and manufactories there in 
raw materials; coal to keep the fires 
going In ships at fiea and In the fur,- 
naces across the sea; steel out »f 
which to make arms and ammunition 
both here and there; rails for worn- 
out railroads back of the fighting 
fronts'; locomotives and rolling stock 
to tako the place of those every day 
going to pieces; mules, horses, cattle 
for labor and for military service; 
everything with which tho people of 
England and Franco and Italy and 
Jlussla have usually supplied them- 
selves, but cannot now afford the men, 
the materials; or tho machinery to 
mnke. 


Need Gr«ater Efficiency. 


"It Is evident to every thinking man 


that our industries, In farms, In ship- 
pards, In the mines, In the factories, 
must be made more prolific and more 
efficient than ever, nnd that they must 
be more economically managed and 


• better adapted to the particular re- 


quirements of our task than they have 
been; and what I want to say is that 
the men and the women who devote 
their thought and their energy to these 
things will be serving tho country and 
conducting the fight for peace and free- 
dom just as truly and Just ns effective- 
ly as the men-on the battlefield or In 
the trenches. 


Appeal to Farmers. 


"Thousands, nay, hundreds of thou- 


sands of men otherwise liable to mili- 
tary service, will of right and of neces- 
sity be excused from that service and 
assigned to tho fundamental, sustain- 
ing work of the fields and factories, 
end mines, and they will be as much 
part of the great patriotic forces of 
tho nation as the men under flre. 


"I take tho liberty, therefore, of 


addressing this word to tho farmers 
of the country and to all who work 
on the farms: Tho supreme need of

Hold Fate of Nations/ 


"The world's food reserves are low. 


Not only during the present emergency, 
but for some time after peace shall 
have come both our own people and a 
largo proportion of the people of Ku- 
ro/o must rely on the harvests In 


"'Upon the farmers of this country, 


therefore,'in "large measure, rests the 
fate of the war and the fate of the 
'nations. May the nation not count 
upon them to omit no step that will 
increase tho production of their land 
or that will bring about tho most ci- 
fcctual co-operation in the sale and 
distribution of their products? 


"The time Is short. It Is of the most 


imperative importance that everything 
possible be done and done immediate- 
ly to make sure of large harvests, i 
call upon young men and old alike and 
upon the able-bodied boys of the land 
to accept and act upon this duty—to 
turn In hosts to the farms and make 
certain that no pains and no labor Is 
lacking in this great matter., 


Special Appeal to South. 


"I particularly appeal to the farmers 


of the South to plant abundant food- 
stuffs as well as cotton. 


"The government of the 
United 


States and the governments of the 
several states stand ready to co-op- 
erate. They will do everything possi- 
ble to assist farmers In securing an 
adequate supply of seed/ an adequate 
force of laborers when they are most, 
needed at harvest time, and the means 
of expediting shipments of fertilizers 
and farm machinery as well as ol tut 
crops themselves whan harvested. 


"The course of trade shall be ns un- 


hampered as It is possible to make It, 
and there shall be no unv 
manipulation of the nation's food 
ply by those who handle It on its way 
to the consumer. 
"This let me say to the middlemen 


of every sort, whether they .«ro uan- 
dllng our foodstuffs or our raw mate- 
terlals oC manufacture or the products 
of our mills and factories: The eyes 
of the country will bo especially upon 
you. This Is your opportunity for sig- 
nal service, efficient, and disinterested. 
The country expects you, as It expects 
all others, to forego unusual profits, to 
organize and expedite shipments of 
supplies of every kind, but especially 
of food, with an eye to the sen-Ice you 
are rendering and in the spirit of those 
who enlist In tho ranks, for their peo- 
ple, not for themselves. • 


"I shall confidently expect you to 


deserve and win the confidence of peo- 
ple of every sort and station. 


Efficiency on Railroads. 


"To tho men who run the railways 


of the country, whether they be man- 
agers or operative employees, let me 
say that the railways are the arteries 
of tho nation's life, and that upon them 
rests the Immense responsibility of 
seeing to It that those arteries suffer 
no obstruction of any kind, no Ineffi- 
ciency or slackened power. 


"To tho merchant let me suggest the 


motto, 'Small profits and quick serv- 
ice,' and to the shipbuilder the thought 
that the life of tho war depends upon 
him. The food and the war supplies 
must be carried across the seas no mat- 
ter how many ships are sent to the 
bottom. The places of those that go 
down must be supplied at once. 


"To the miner let me say that he 


stands where the farmer does: The 
work of the world waits on him. 
If 


he slackens or falls, armies and states- 
men are helpless. Ho also Is enlisted 
In the great Service army. 


"The manufacturer does not need to 


be told, I hope, that the nation looks 
to him to speed and perfect every, pro- 
cess; and I want only to remind his 
employees that their service Is abso- 
lutely Indispenslble and Is counted on 
by every man who loves the country 
nnd Its liberties. 


Every Garden Helps. 


"Let mo suggest also that every one 


who creates or cultivates a garden 
helps, and helps greatly, to solve the 
problem of the feeding of the nations; 
and that every housewife who prac- 
tices strict economy puts herself in 
the ranks of those who serve the na- 
tion. 


"This is the time for America to cor- 


rect her unpardonable fault of waste- 
fulness and extravagance. Let every 
man and every woman assume the duty 
of careful, provident use and expendi- 
ture as a public duty, as a dictate of 
patriotism which no one can now ex- 
pect ever to bo excused or forgiven for 
Ignoring. 
' . 


"In tho hope that this statement of 


tho needs of the nation and of the 
world In this hour of supremo crisis 
may stimulate those to:whom It comes 
and remind all who need reminder of 
the solemn duties of a time such .as the 
world has never, seen before^ I bog that 
all editors and publishers everywhere 
will glvp as proralntmt publication and 
as wide circulation as possible to this 
appeal. 


Supreme Test Has Come. 


"I venture to suggest also to all ad- 


vertising agencies that they would per- 
haps render a very substantial' and 
timely service to the countiv.iC they 
would give It widespread repetition. 
And I hope that clergymen will not 
think the theme of'It ail uuworthy ot 
Inappropriate subject of comment and 
homily from their, pulpits.

There Is need of food for the people 
and the army, munitions for the army, 
and, above all, transportation. 


So grave are the problems, so con- 


stant the Intrigues against the -govern- 
ment, which are In part German in- 
spired, that the American people and 
the allies must prepare for the eventu- 
ality that the Russian troops will no 
longer be of much service. 


That the present government will 


make peace is not believed. It may- 
be driven to extreme, lengths, how- 
ever, to save Itself from overthrow. 


Fortunately for the Russian armies, 


the Germans are prevented from mak- 
ing a vigorous offensive, largely be- 
cause of weather conditions, and to 
u minor extent because of. die heavy 
attacks which the British and French 
urc delivering on the west front. 


When the weather lets up and the 


ground becomes dry it is possible von 
Hindenburg may direct an advance, 
with Petrograd as the objective.

The official announcement of this 


success, issued by the war office, de- 
scribes the fighting as being of the ut- 
most violence. 


The attack was on a front of more 


than twenty-five miles, every inch of 
which was fortified to the limit of Ger- 
man military science and caution. 


"A desperate battle was 
fought 


along the whole front," • says the re- 
port, "where the enemy had grouped 
very important forces and great quan- 
tities of artillery. 
Everywhere the 


valor of our troops overcame the en- 
ergetic defense of our enemies." 


Between Soissons and Craonne the 


whole German first position fell into 
the power of General Nlvelle's forces. 
East' of Craonne the French occupied 
the enemy's second position south of 
Juvlncourt. Farther to the south the 
advancing French carried their tine as 
fur as the outskirts of Bermericourt 
and up to the Aisne canal at Loivre 
uud Courcy. 


Violent 
counter-attacks

several times north of Ville-au-Bois 
were broken.down by French fire with 
considerable losses to the enemy. 


Besides more than 10.000 prisoners 


the French captured Important mate- 
rial, which has not yet been ihYen- 
torled.

Andrew 
Bonar Law, former Premier Asquith, 
John Dillon in the name of the Irish 
Nationalists and George Wardle on be- 
half of the Labor party, all character- 
ized the action of the United States 
as the most disinterested act in his- 
tory and said it marked a new era for 
humanity.

BARS ALL AID TO THE ENEMY 


Laws and Constitution Apply to All- 


Aliens as Well as Citizens Owe Al- 


legiance to Nation—Conceal- 


ment of Crimes to Be 


Punished. 


Washington, April 17.—All persons 


In the United States, citizens and 
aliens, are warned in a proclamation 
Isued on Monday by President Wilson 
that treasonable acts or attempts to 
shield those committing such acts will 
be vigorously prosecuted by the gov- 
ernment. 


Text of Proclamation. 


The president's proclamation fol- 


lows : 


"Whereas, all persons In the United 


States, citizens as well as 
aliens, 


should be informed of the penalties 
which they will incur for any failure 
to bear true allegiance to the United 
States: 


"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, 


president of the United States, here- 
by Issue this proclamation to call espe- 
cial attention to the following provi- 
sions of the Constitution and the laws 
of the United States: 


"Section 3 of article 3 of the Con- 


stitution provides in part: 'Treason 
against the United States shall con- 
sist 
only in 
levying war against 


them, or in adhering to their ene- 
mies, giving them aid and comfort.' 


Cites Criminal Code. 


"The criminal code of the United 


States provides: 


'"Section 1—Whoever, owing alle- 


giance to the United States, levies 
war agulnst them or adheres to their 
enemies, ! giving them aid and com- 
fort within the United States or else- 
where, Is guilty of treason. 


"'Section 2—Whoever Is convicted 


of treason shall suffer death or, at 
the discretion of the court, shall be 
imprisoned not less than five years 
and fined not less than $10,000, to be 
levied on and collected out of any 
or all of his property. 


"'Section 3—Whoever, owing alle- 


giance to the Uniteh States and hav- 
ing knowledge of the commission of 
any treason agalust them conceals 
and does not as soon as he may, 
disclose and make known the same to 
the president or to some judge of 
the United States, or to the governor 
or to some judge or justice of a par- 
ticular state, is guilty of misprison 
of treason and shall be imprisoned 
not more than seven years, and fined 
not more than 51,000. 


" 'Section 6. If two or more persons 


In-anj' state or territory, or In any 
place subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States, conspire to overthrow, 
put down, or to destroy by force the 
government of the United States, or 
to levy war against them, or to oppose 
by force the authority thereof, or by 
Corce to prevent, hinder, or delay the 
execution of any law of the United 
States, or by force to seize, take, or 
possess any property of the United 
States contrary to the authority there- 
of, they shall each be fined not more 
than $5,000, or Imprisonment not more 
than six years or both.' 


Rulings of Courts. 


"The courts of the United States 


have stated the following acts to be 
treasonable: 


"The use or attempted use of any 


force or violence against the govern- 
ment of the United States or its mili- 
tary or naval forces. 


"The acquisition, use or disposal of 


any property with knowledge that It 
Is to be, or with intent that it shall 
be of assistance to the enemy In their 
hostilities against the United States. 


"The performance of any act or the 


publication of statements or Informa- 
tion which will give or supply, In any 
way, aid and comfort to the enemies 
of the United States. 


"The direction, aiding, counseling \>r 


countenancing of any of the foregoing 
acts. 


Pesident Aliens Liable. 


"Sucr aots are held to be treason- 


ble, whether committed within the 
United States or elsewhere; whether 
committed by a person of the United 
States or by an alien domiciled as re- 
siding In the Uulted States, inasmuch 
as resident aliens, as well as citizens, 
owe allegiance to the United States 
and Its laws. 


"Any suoh citizen or alien who has 


knowledge of the commission of such 
acts and conceals and does not make 
known the facts to the officials named 
In section S of the penal code is guilty 
of misprison of treason. 


"And I hereby proclaim and,warn 


all citizens of the United States, and 
all aJiens owing allegiance to the gov- 
ernment of the United States, to ab- 
stain from committing any and all 
acts which would constitute a viola- 
tion of any of the laws herein set 
forth; and. I further proclaim and 
warn all persons who may commit such 
acts .that they will.be- vigorously prose- 
cuted therefor.

"The supreme1 test of the ntitlon has 


come," says the address. "We must

Putting the navy on n war footing 


kind raising a great army are tlio sim- 
plest parts of the grent task ahead, the- 
president declares, nnd he urges nil the 
people, with particular emphasis on 
Ills words to the farmers, to concen- 
trate their energies, piactlcc economy, 
prove unselfishness und demonstrate 
(efficiency. 


Text of Address. 


The address follows: 
"My fellow countrymen: 
"The entrance or our own beloved 


country Into the grim and terrible war 
for democracy und human rights which 
lias shaken the world crculcH so many 
problems of national life and action 
which call for Immediate consideration 
and settlement that I hope you will 
permit me to address to you a few 
words of earnest counsel and appeal 
•with regard to them. 


"We are rapidly putting tfiir navy 


•upon an effective war footing and arc 
about to create and equip a great army, 
tut these are the Minplest parts of the 
great 'task to which we have addressed 
ourselves. 


'•There is not a single solflsli ele- 


ment, so far as I can fceo, In the causo 
•we ure fighting for. We nro lighting 
for what we believe and wish to be tho 
rights of mankind and for tho future 
peace and security of the world. 


Devote Selves to Service. 


"To do this great thing worthily and 


euccessfully we must devote ourselves 
to the service without regard to profit 
or material advantage and with an 
•energy nnd Intelligence that will rise 
to the level of the enterprise Itself. 


"These, then, nro the things we 


must do nnd do well, besides lighting- 
the things without which mere light- 
ing would be fruitless: 


"Wo must supply abundant food for 


ourselves and for our armies nnd our 
seamen not only, but also for a large 
part of the nations with whom wo have 
now made common cause, In whose 
support and by whose sides wo shall 
be fighting. 


Must Supply Ships. 


"We must supply ships by the hun- 


dreds out of our shipyards to carry 
to the other side of the sen, subma- 
rines or no submarines, what will every 
day be needed there, nnd abundant 
materials out 'of our fields and our 
mines nnd our factories with which 
not only to clothe and equip our own 
forces on land and sea but also to 
clothe nnd support our people for 
•whom the gallant fellows under arms 
can no longer work, to help clothe and 
equip the armies with which we ar« 
co-operating In Europe, nnd to keep 
the looms nnd manufactories there In 
raw materials; coal to keep the fires 
going in ships »t sea and in the fur- 
naces across the sea; steel out »f 
•which to make arms nnd ammunition 
both here nnd there; rail") for worn- 
out railroads back of the 
fighting 


fronts; locomotives nnd rolling stock 
to take the place of those every day 
going to pieces; mules, horses, cattle 
for labor and for military bervlco;

England and Franco nnd Itnly nnd 
Russia have usually supplied them- 
selves, but cannot now afford the men, 
the materials or tho machinery to 
srake. 


Need Greater Efficiency. 


"It Is evident to every thinking man 


that our Industries, in farms, la shlp- 
pards, In the mines, In tho factories, 
mnst bo made more prolific nnd more 
efficient than ever, and that they mnst 
be more economically managed and 
better adapted to the particular re- 
quirements of our task than they have 
been; and what I want to say Is that 
the men and the women who devote 
their thought nnd their energy to these 
things will be serving the country and 
conducting the flght for peace and free- 
dom just as truly and just as effective- 
ly ns the men on the battlefield or in 
the trenches. 


Appeal to Farmers. 


"Thousands, nay, hundreds of thou- 


sands of men otherwise liable to mili- 
tary service, will of right and of neces- 
sity be excused from that service nnd 
assigned to tho fundamental, sustain- 
ing work of tho fields and factories, 
and mines, and they will be as much 
part of the great patriotic forces of 
the nation as the men under fire. 


"I take the liberty, therefore, of 


addressing this word to tho farmers 
of the country nnd to all who work 
on the farms: Tho supremo need of

May tho tuition not count 
upon them to omit no step that will 
Increase tho production of their land 
or that will bring about tho most ci- 
fectual co-operation in tho eulo ami 
distribution of their products? 


'The tlmo Is short. It Is of tho most 


Imperative Importanco that everything 
possible bo done nnd done immediate- 
ly to make sure of large harvests. I 
call upon young men and old alike anil 
upon tho able-bodied boys of the land 
to accept and act upon this duty—to 
turn In hosts to tho farms and make 
certain that no pains and no labor is 
lucking in this great matter. 


Special Appeal to South. 


'I particularly appeal to the farmers 


of tho South to plant abundant food- 
stuffs as well us cotton. 


Tho government of the 
United 


States and tho governments of the 
several states stand ready to co-op- 
crato. They will do everything possi- 
ble to assist farmers In securing au 
adequate supply o£ seed, an adequate 
forco of laborers when they arc most 
needed at harvest time, nnd I he means 
o£ expediting shipments of fertilisers 
and farm machinery us well as of the 
crops themselves whan harvested. 


The course of trade shall bo us un- 


hampered as It is possible to make It, 
and there shall bo no uiwnnunted 
manipulation of the nation's food Mip- 


l,\ by those who luuidlo U on its way 


to the consumer. 


"This let me say to the nilildle.iifii 


o( every sort, whether they 'ire Han- 
dling our foodstuffs or our ran niale- 
terlnls ot! manufacture or the ptoduets 
oC our mills und factories; The e>os 
of tho country will bo especially upon 
you. 
Tills Is jour opportunity for sig- 


nal service, efllclent and dlslnteiostal. 
The country expects you, as It expects 
all others, to forego unusual profits, to 
organize and expedite shipments of 
supplies of every kind, but especially 
of food, with an eyo to the sen Ice; you 
arc rendering and In the spirit of those 
who enlist In tho ranks, for their peo- 
ple, 
not for themselves. • 


"I shall confidently expect you to 


deserve and win the conlliloncu of peo- 
ple of evei.v sort and station, 


Efficiency on Railroads. 


"To tho men ulio run tho railways 


of the country, whether they be man- 
agers or operative umploj ces, let me 
suy that the niUwuys are tlio arteries 
of the nation's life, und Unit upon them 
rests the immense responsibility of 
seeing to It that those arteries suuVr 
no obstruction oC uny kind, no luetli- 
clency or slackened power. 


"To the merchant let me suggest the 


motto, 'Small profits anil quick serv- 
ice,1 and to tho shipbuilder the thought 
that the life of the war depends upon 
him. Tho food nnd the war supplies 
must be carried across the seas no mat- 
ter how many ships arc sent to the 
bottom. The places of those that go 
down must be supplied at onco. 


"To the miner let me say that he 


stands where the farmer does: The 
work of the world waits on him. If 
he slackens or falls, armies and states- 
men are helpless. Ho also Is enlisted 
In the great Service army. 


"The manufacturer does not need to 


bo told, I hope, that the nation looks 
to him to speed and perfect every pro- 
cess; and I want only to remind his 
employees tluH their service Is abso- 
lutely Indispensable and Is counted on 
by every man who loves the country 
and Its liberties. 


Every Garden Helps. 


"Let rno suggest also that every one 


who creates or cultivates n garden 
helps, and helps greatly, to solve the 
problem of the feeding of the nations; 
and that every housewife who prac- 
tices strict economy puts herself In 
tho ranks ot those who serve the na- 
tion. 


"This Is the tlmo for America to cor- 


rect her unpardonable fault oC waste- 
fulness and extravagance. 
Lot every 


man and every woman assume the duty 
of careful, provident use and expendi- 
ture us a public duty, us a dlctaio of 
patriotism which no one can now ex- 
pect ever to be excused or forgiven for 
Ignoring. 


"In tho hope that this statement of 


the needs of tho nation and of the 
world In this hour of supremo crisis 
may stimulate those to whom H comes 
nnd remind all who need reminder ot 
tho solemn duties of n time such as tho 
world has never seen before, I beg that 
nil editors and publishers everywhere 
will give as prominent publication and 
UB wide circulation as possible to this 
appeal,

may fully co-operate with tho national 
government in upholding the arms of 
our nation. 
Whatever disagreement 


there may have been about tho neces- 
sity or advisability of engaging In, tlio 
war is now a thing of the past. War 
is upon us and 1 call upon every qitl 
zon of the state of Wisconuin to aid 
in tho preparations that must be made 
to meet every eineigency and to en- 
able our stuto to do its shaio in tho 
support of our government. 


Military preparation must of neces- 


sity be controlled by tho United States 
government. Wo shall be called upon 
to provide our quota of troops and 
I feol conlldont that Wisconsin's sons 
will respond to the call of tho piesl- 
c>ont of tho United States willingly 
and promptly and with the same 
spirit ol patriotism that has charac- 
terized our soldiers in the wars ol 
former yea.ru 


Soldiers alone cannot carry on a 


•war successfully.

Troops 
must be equipped. Armies must be 
fed. 
No soldier can endure tho hard- 


ships of a campaign unless he Is prop 
oily nourished. It Is with a view ol 
awakening our civilian population to 
a full realization o£ their duty in the 
present situation, therefore, that 
• 


address this message to tho people of 
WlBconsln. The most important prob 
Jem that confronts us now, and which 
must be'met In no uncertain way, is 
to provide a supply ot food. The high 
cost of living has been a source o: 
complaint in our industrial centers 
for more than two years. The avail 
able stocks ot food have been grad 
unlly depleted until wo find ourselves 
practically without any surplus in our 
own country, and an absolute shortage 
seems to exist all over Europe. The 
price ot some commodities, because 
of this shprtage, has risen so high as 
to place them out of reach of the 
masses ot the people. 


To add to tho seriousness of the 


situation is the fact that tho South 
American grain crop is a partial fall 
ure and that a vast acreage of wheat 
In our own country has been winter 
killed. 
In tho .Canadian northwesl 


there exists a shortage of labor, whicl: 
•will matcilully reduce the acreage o 
wheat in that section. Tho fact thai 
we shall enlist a largo nimy of able 
bodied young men and take them ou 
ot production, coupled with the further 
feet that large numbers ot laboring 
men will bo loquired in the factoiles 
that will produce the munitions am 
other supplies for our army, may pro 
duce a similar shortage of labor In 
our agricultural districts. 


I regard this as a uerious situation 


particularly in v)ew of tho fact tha 
we must teed an army In addition to 
our industrial population, nnd also pro 
vide food supplies to tho people of 
Eurgpe with whom wo lire upon friend- 
ly terms. 


In view ot the foregoing, It Is per- 


fectly apparent that the man who 
•works with a hoe will be a patriot 
In the service of his country, nnd I 
urge all who are able to work to con- 
tribute their part in the production 
of food, to the end at least that none 
shall contribute less than is lequired

assurance that the price ot farm pro- 
duce will be high for another year,

It is reported that in some sections 


there exists a shortage of seed, par- 
ticularly potatoes. The department ol 
agriculture ot the state of Wisconsin 
stands ready to act as a clearing 
house in the matter of seed supply, 
and all who have a surplus of seed of 
any kind should BO advise C. P. Nor- 
gord, 
commissioner 
of agriculture, 


Madison, Wfs., and all who are short 
of seed ot any kind should address the 
same official, who stands ready with 
his department to co-operate with'the 
farmers of the state to the fullest ex- 
tent in the matter ot securing suitable 
seeds to plant tho crop, 


In order that we may conserve la- 


bor for agriculture and the necessary 
industries I recommend that public 
work, so far as it Is possible, be de- 
ferred until such a time as labor shall 
not be so urgently needed for these 
purposes as it is at present.

they may supply themselves and there- 
by be protected against high prices of 
such commodities 


I also recommend that tho citizens 


practice all leasonablo economy in 
the conservation ot food, bearing in 
mind that under present conditions 
food wasted IB tood taken from some- 
one who needs it.

Laws and Constitution Apply to All- 


Aliens as Well as Citizens Owe Al- 


legiance to Nation—Conceal- 


ment of Crimes to Be 


Punished. 


Wnbhlngton, April 17.—All persons 


In the United States, citizens and 
aliens, are warned in a proclamation 
Isued on Monday by President Wilson 
that treasonable acts or attempts to 
shield those committing huch acts will 
bo vigorously prosecuted by the gov- 
ernment. 


Text of Proclamation. 


The president's proclamation fol- 


lows: 


"Whereas, nil persons in tho United 


States, citizens as 
well as aliens, 


should be Informed of the penalties 
which they will Incur for any failure 
to bear truo allegiance to the United 
States: 


"Now, 
therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, 


president of the United States, here- 
by Ibsuo this proclamation to call espe- 
cial attention to the following provi- 
sions of the Constitution nnd the laws 
of tho United States: 


"Section ,'! of article 3 of the Con- 


stitution provides In part: 'Treiihon 
against the United States Hhall con- 
sist 
only 
In 
le\.\Ing war 
against 


them, or In adhering to their ene- 
mies, giving them nld and comfort,' 


Cites Criminal Code. 


"The oiimlnul code o!' the United 


States provide"-: 


"'Section 1—\\lioiner, o\\lng alle- 


giance to llio Unltod Slates, levies 
war ngiilnst thrill or adheres to their 
enemies, ghlng them aid nnd com- 
fort within tho United States or el-e- 
where, h guilty of trcahon. 


"'Section 2—Whocncr Is convicted 


of treason Miull suiter death nr, at 
the discretion of the court. Muill be 
Imprisoned not U"-s than five jen 
and lined not It-b-s than $10,000, to be 
levied on and collected out of 
si 


or all of his property. 


"'Section H—Whoever, owing alle- 


giance to the United States and h.iv 
Ing knowledge of (he commission <il 
uny treason against tliem conceal^ 
and does not, us soou ns ho. may 
disclose nnd make Known the sniiiu in 
the president or to some Judge of 
tho United States, or to the governor 
or to some Judge or Justice of a par 
tlcultir state, Is guilty of misprison 
of treason and shall be lmpilvjno.d 
not more than seven years, und lined 
not more than $1,000. 


" 'Section 0. If two or more persons 


In 'nny state or territory, or In any 
place subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Unltod Stales, conspire to (ivoi throw, 
put down, or to destroy by force tho 
government of the United Suite*, or 
to levy war agrilnst them, or to oppose 
by force the authority thereof, or by 
torce to prevent, hinder, or ilolny the 
execution of any law of tho United 
States, or by force to seize, take, or 
possess any property of the United 
States contrary to the authority there 
of, they .shall each be fined not more 
than $.ri,000, or Imprisonment not more 
than sis years or both.' 


Rulings of Courts. 


"The courts of the United States 


hnvo stated the following acts to be 
treasonable: 


"Tho use or attempted use of nny 


force or violence ngaln.st the govern- 
ment of the United States or its mili- 
tary or naval forces, 


"The acquisition, use or disposal of 


any property with knowledge that It 
Is to be, or with intent that It shall 
bo of assistance to the enemy In their 
hostilities against the United States. 


"The performance of nny net or the 


publication of statements or Informa- 
tion which will give or supply, In any 
way, 
aid nnd comfort to the enemies 


of tlio United States. 


"Tho direction, aiding, counseling or 


countenancing of any of the foregoing 
acts. 


Pesident Aliens Liable. 


"Sucl acts ure held to lie treason 


blc, whether committed 
within 
the 


United Stales or elsewhere; whether 
committed by u person of the United 
States or by an alien domiciled us re 
siding In the United States, Inasmuch 
as resident aliens, us well as citizens 
owo allegiance to tho United States 
and its laws. 


"Any 
su<rt> citizen or alien who has 


knowledge of the commission of Midi 
acts nnd conceals and does not make 
known the facts to the ofllclnls named 
lu section 3 of the penal code Is guilty 
of misprison of treason. 


"And 
1 hereby proclaim and warn 


all citizens of the United States, and 
all a'lens owing allegiance to the gov- 
ernment of tho United States, to ab- 
stain from committing any and all 
acts which would constitute a viola- 
tion of nny of tho laws herein net 
forth; nnd I further proclaim nnd 
warn all persons who may commit such 
nets that they will be vigorously prose- 
cuted therefor.

MOLDS THAT FIT THE FEET 


Invention of Shoemaker Expert En- 


ables Even the Badly Afflicted 


to Walk With Ease. 


Work of truly remarkable character 


is being done by a shoemaker— an or- 
thopedic expert-^of New York, in the 
fitting of shoes to those who find dif- 
ficulty In walking in ordinary footgear, 
says Popular Mechanics Magazine. For 
ordinary cases a series of "Inner foot. 
molds" has been prepared, in sizes to 
fit .various feet. These resemble or: 
dindry insoles in general appearance, 
but • the upper surfaces are uneven, 
having indentations nnd projections 
that Insure a contact anatomically per- 
fect for the soles of the feet 
The 


edges are curved slightly upward. 
When molds are found in which the 
feet rest In comfort, supporting, the 
weight of the' body in perfect balance 
these molds are worn Inside shoes of 
a suitable size. The feet then rest on 
a sort of cup-shaped cushion and are 
kept from pressing unevenly .against 
hard, flat surfaces such as .are. found 
in ordinary shoes: In footwear thus 
fitted, the weight of the body Is equally. 
distributed to the parts of the feet 
best able to, sustain it, all of the foot

ASKS THE'FARMERS TO AID 


Chief Executive Tells Them That They

. Washington. April 17.—In a personal 
•appeal addressed on Sunday night.to 
1,1s fellow .countrymen President WU- • 
son calls upon every American citizen, 
•—man woman and child—to join to- 
gether to make the nation a unit for the 
preservation of Us Ideals nnd for tri- 
umph of democracy in the world war. 


"The supreme test of the nation has 


come," says the address. "We must 
all speak, act and serve together. 


Putting the navy on a war footing 


land raising a great army are the sim- 
plest parts of the great task ahead, the 
.president declares, nod he urges all the 
Deople, with particular emphasis on 
Us words to the farmers, to concen- 
trate their energies, practice economy, 
trove unselfishness and demonstrate 
efficiency. 


Text of Address. 


The address follows: 
"My fellow countrymen: 
"The entrance o£ our own beloved 


country Into the grim and terrible war 
lor democracy and hnumn rights which 
has shaken the world creates so many 
problems ot national life and action 
which call for Immediate consideration 
and settlement that I hope you will 
permit me to address to you a few 
words of earnest counsel and appeal 
with regard to them. 
"We are rapidly putting (Air navy 


•upon an effective war footing and are 
about to create and equip a great army, 
tut these are the simplest parts of the 
great'task to which we have addressed 
ourselves. 
„ 
•'There Is not a single selusn ele- 


ment, so far as I can see, in the cause 
we are fighting for. We are fighting 
for what we believe and wish to be me 
rights of mankind and for the future 
jpeace and security of the world. 


Devote Selves to Service. 


"To do this great thing worthily and 


successfully we must devote ourselves 
to the service without regard to profit 
or material advantage and with an 
•energy and intelligence that will rise 
to the level of the enterprise itself. 


"These, then, aro the things we 


must do and do well, besides lighting— 
the things without which mere tight- 
Ing would be fruitless: 


"Wo must supply abundant food for 


ourselves and for our armies and our 
seamen not only, but also for a large 
part of the nations with whom we have 
now made common cause. In whose 
support and by whose sides we shall 
be fighting. 


Must Supply Ships. 


"We must supply ships by the hun- 


dreds out of our shipyards to carry 
to the other side of. the sea, subma- 
rines or no submarines, what will every 
day be needed there, and abundant 
materials out'of our fields and our 
mines and our factories with which 
not only to clothe and equip our own 
forces on land and sea but also to 
clothe and support our people for 
•whom the gallant fellows under arms 
can no longer work, to help clothe and 
equip the armies with which we nro 
co-operating In Europe, and to keep 
the looms and manufactories there In 
raw materials; coal to keep the fires 
going in ships »t sea and In the fur- 
naces ocross the sea; steel out »f 
•which to make arras and ammunition 
both here and there; rails for worn- 
out railroads back of the fighting 
fronts; locomotives and rolling stock 
to take the place of those every day 
going to pieces; mules, horses, cattle 
for Inhor and for military service; 
everything with which the people of 
England and France and Italy and 
Russia have usually supplied them- 
selves, buf. cannot now afford the men, 
the materials or the machinery to 
make. 


Need Graater Efficiency. 


"It Is evident to every thinking man 


that our industries, in farms, hi ship- 
pards, in the mines, in the factories, 
must be made more prolific and more 
efficient than over, and that they must 
be more economically managed and 
better adapted to the particular re- 
quirements of our task than they have 
been; and what I want to say is that 
the men and the women who devote 
their thought and their energy to these 
things will be serving the country and 
conducting the fight for peace and free- 
dom just as truly and jnst as effective- 
ly as the men on the battlefield or in 
the trenches. 


Appeal to Farmers. 


"Thousands, nay, hundreds of thou- 


sands of men otherwise liable to mili- 
tary service, will of right and of neces- 
sity be excused from that service and 
iisslgned to the fundamental, sustain- 
ing work of the fields and factories 
and mines, and they will be as much 
part of the great patriotic forces of 
tho nation as the men under tire. 


"I take the liberty, therefore, of 


addressing this word to the fanners 
•of the country and to all who work 
on the farms: Tho supreme need o 
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«nr~awH nation smfl of the nations 
with which we are co-operating is: on 
oundance of supplies, and especially 
C foodstuffs. 
The importance of an 


dequate food supply, especially for 


Che present year, Is superlative. 


"Without abundant food, alike for 


he armies and the peoples now at 
tvar, the whole great enterprise upon 
vhich we have embarked, will break 
;own and fall. 


Hold Fate of Nations.. 


"The world's food reserves are low. 


N-ot only during the present emergency 
,ut for some time after pence shall 
nave come both our own people and a 
urge proportion of the people of Eu- 
qpe must rely on the harvests in 


--uimu the farmers of this country, 


horefore, in large measure, rests the 
ate of the war and the fate of the 
nations. May the «ation not count 
upon them to omit no step that will 
ncrease the production of their land 


3r that will bring about the most ei- 
ectual co-operation in the sale and 
distribution of their products? 


"The time is short. It is of the most 


mperatlve importance that everything 
possible be done and done immedlate- 
y to make sure of large harvests. I 
all upon young men and old alike and 
upon the able-bodied boys of the land 
o accept and act upon this duty—to 
urn in hosts to the farms and make 
ertaln that no pains and no labor is 
acting in this great matter. 


Special Appeal to South. 


"I particularly appeal to the farmers 


if the South to plant abundant food- 
tufts as well us cotton. 
"The 
government of the 
United 


States and the governments of the 
everal states stand ready to co-op- 
erate. They will do everything POSSJ- 
ble to assist farmers In securing an 
adequate supply of seed, an adequate 
orce of laborers when they are most 
needed at harvest time, and the means 
of expediting shipments of fertilizers 
ind farm machinery us well as ot tne 
crops themselves whon harvested. 


"The 
course of trade shall be as un- 


hampered us it is possible to make it, 
and there shall be no unwarranted 
manipulation of the nation's food sup- 
,!v by those who handle U on its wnj 
to the consumer. 
"This lot me say to the middlemen 


of every sort, whether they .un; Dan- 
dling our foodstuffs or our raw mate- 
teriais oC manufacture or the products 
of our mills and factories: The eyes 
of the country will be especially upon 
you 
Tliis is your opportunity for sig- 


nal service, efficient and disinterested. 
The country expects you, as it expects 
all others, to forego unusual profits, to 
organize nnd expedite shipments of 
supplies of every kind, but especially 
of food, with an eye to the service you 
are rendering and in the spirit of those 
who enlist in the ranks, for their peo- 
ple, not for themselves. • 


"I «hall confidently expect you to 


deserve and win the confidence of peo- 
ple of every sort and station. 


Efficiency on Railroads. 


'To the men who run the railways 


of the country, whether they bo ninn- 
n"ers or operative employees, let me 
suy that the railways are the arteries 
of the nation's life, and that upon them 
rests the immense responsibility of 
seeing to it that those arteries suffer 
no obstruction of any kind, no ineffi- 
ciency or slackened power. 


"To the merchant let me suggest the 


motto 'Small profits and quick serv- 
ice ' and to the shipbuilder the thought 
that the life of the war depends upon 
him. 
The food and the war supplies 


must be carried across the seas no mat- 
ter how many ships are sent to the 
bottom. The places of those that go 
down must be supplied at once. 


"To the miner let me say that he 


stands where the farmer does: The 
work of the world waits on him. If 
he slackens or fails, armies and states- 
men are helpless. Ho also is enlisted 
n the great Service army. 
"The manufacturer does not need to 


be told, I hope, that the nation looks 
to him to speed and perfect every, pro- 
:ess; and I want only to remind his 
Employees that their service is abso- 
utely indispensible and is counted on 
jy every man who loves the country 
and its liberties. 


Every Garden Helps. 


"Let me suggest also that every one 


who creates or cultivates n garden 
helps, and helps greatly, to solve the 
problem of the feeding of the nations; 
ind that every housewife who prac- 
tices strict economy puts herself In 
the ranks of those who serve the na- 
tion. 
"This is the time for America to cor- 


rect her unpardonable fault of waste- 
fulness and extravagance. Let every 
man and every woman assume the duty 
of careful, provident use ami expendi- 
ture as a public duty, as a dictate of 
patriotism which no one can now ex- 
pect ever to be excused or forgiven for 
ignoring. 
"In the hope that this statement of 


the needs of the nation and of the 
world in this hour of supreme crisis 
may stimulate those to whom it comes 
and remind all who need reminder of 
the solemn duties of a time such as the 
world has never seen before, I beg that 
all editors nnd publishers everywhere 
will give as prominent publication and 
as wide circulation as possible to tills 
appeal. 


Supreme Test Has Come. 


"I venture to suggesj also to all ad- 


vertising agencies that they would per 
haps render a very substantls.1 anc 
timely service to the countr-,v 1C they 
would give It widespread repetition 
And I hope that clergymen will no 
think the theme of it an unworthy or 
inappropriate subject of comment and 
homily from their pulpits.

WISCONSIN'S PRODUCTION 


OF FOODSTUFFS. 


MAN WITH HOE" MUST HELP 


Cultivation of Every Available Foot of 


Soil Defined as Patriotic Duty 


of Citizens—Governor S>ya 


Food Situation of Nation 


Is Serious. 


Madison—Appealing to the good 


bense and foresight of the people,, 
which he considers the foundation of 
all real patriotism, Gov. Bmanuel 'L. 
Philipp has issued a proclamation to 
jitizens of Wisconsin, urging economic 
preparedness which will be furthered 
iy the ne-w state council for defense. 


The man who toils with, the hoe is 


called a patriot no less than the man 
who fights at the front by the governor 
n an epigrammatic sentence which is 
characteristic of the document, the 
first state paper dealing with war 
since 1898. 
The present high prices of food is 


mentioned as a condition which will 
continue, and -ways and means to meet 
this situation are suggested. 
The 


working force of the state department 
of agriculture Is tendered to farmers 
of the state to bring about increased 
production, to the end that Wisconsin 
shall add as much as possible to the 
nation's supply of food. 
The governor says that It will be a 


moral wrong if the state falls to do 
;hls. Planting of -vegetable crops on 
vacant lots is urged, and the people 
are admonished to save their food sup- 
ply.Every group of citizens in the state 
is included in the appeal for co-oper- 
ation. 
The proclamation follows: 
In so much as our country is now 


engaged in a war with the central 
powers of Europe, the possible magni- 
Lude of which we must not under-es- 
timate, I feel it my duty to call the 
attention of the people of the state 
of Wisconsin to the sacrifices that we 
must make and th,e responsibilities 
that we must assume in order that we 
may fully co-operate with the national 
government in upholding the arms of 
our nation. 
Whatever disagreement 


there may have been about the neces- 
sity or advisability of engaging in, the 
war is now a thing of the past. War 
is upon us and I call upon every citi- 
zen of the state of Wisconsin to aid 
in the preparations that must be made 
to meet every emergency and to en- 
able our state to do Its share hi the 
support of our government. 


Military preparation must of neces- 


sity be controlled by the United States 
government. We shall be called upon 
to provide our quota of troops and 
I feel confident that Wisconsin's sons 
will respond to the call of the presi- 
dent of" the United States willingly 
and promptly and with the same 
spirit of patriotism that has charac- 
terized our soldiers in the wars of 
former years. 


Soldiers alone cannot carry on a 


war successfully. 
Battles cannot be 


won with empty commissaries. Troops 
must be equipped. Armies must be 
fed. 
No soldier can endure the hard- 


ships of a campaign unless he is prop- 
erly nourished. 
It is with a view of 


awakening our civilian population to 
a full realization of their duty in the 
present situation, therefore, that ] 
address this message to the people of 
Wisconsin. The most important prob- 
lem that confronts us now, and which 
must be^ met In no uncertain way, Is 
to provide a supply of food. The hlgt 
cost of living has been a source of 
complaint in our industrial centers 
for more than two years. The avail 
able stocks of food have been grad- 
ually depleted until we find ourselves 
practically without any surplus in our 
own country, and an absolute shortage 
seems to exist all over Europe. The 
price of some commodities, because 
of this shortage, has risen so high as 
to place them out of reach of the 
masses of the people. 


To add to the seriousness of the 


situation is the fact that the South 
American grata crop is a partial fail 
ure and that a vast acreage of wheat 
In our own country has been winter 
killed. 
In the -Canadian northwes' 


there exists a shortage of labor, which 
will materially reduce the acreage o; 
wheat in that section. The fact that 
we shall enlist a large army of able- 
bodied young men and take them.ou: 
of production, coupled with the further 
feet that large numbers of laboring 
men will be required in the factories 
that will produce the munitions and 
other supplies for our army, may pro 
duce a similar shortage of labor in 
our agricultural districts. 
I regard this as a serious situation 


particularly in view of the fact thai 
we must feed an army to addition to 
our industrial population, and also pro- 
vide food supplies to the people of 
Eurgpe with whom we are upon friend- 
ly terms. 
In view of the foregoing, it is per- 


fectly apparent that the man who 
works with a hoe will be a patriot 
In the service of his country, and I 
urge all who are able to work to con- 
tribute their part in the production 
of food, to the end at least that none 
shall contribute less than is required

or beast will be a. contribution to the 
pressing needs of our country. 


Our farmers 
should require no 


greater inducement than the present 
ilgh prices of all farm produce to en- 
jourage them in the cultivation of 
every foot of tillable soil. The fact 
that no large stocks of food will this 
year be carried over is In itself an 
assurance fcat the price of farm pro- 
duce will be high for another year, 
even if peace were immediately de- 
clared. ' 
It is reported that in some sections 


there exists a shortage of seed, par- 
ticularly potatoes. The department ot 
agriculture of the state of Wisconsi* 
stands ready to act as a. clearing 
house in the matter of seed supply, 
»nd all' who have a surplus of seed of 
any kind should so advise C. P. Nor- 
gord, commissioner of agriculture, 
Madison, Wfs., and all who are short 
of seed of any kind should address the 
same official, who stands ready with 
his department to co-operate with'the 
fanners of the state to the fullest ex- 
tent In the matter of securing suitable 
seeds to plant the crop. 
In order that we may conserve la- 


bor for agriculture and the necessary 
industries I recommend that public 
work, so far as it is possible, be de- 
ferred until such a time as labor shall 
not be so urgently needed for these 
purposes as it is at present. 


I wish to again impress upon the 


people of this state that the food situ- 
ation is so serious that we will com- 
mit a moral wrong against our gov- 
ernment i£ -we in any way unneces- 
sarily interfere with the production 
and successful harvesting of our agri 
cultural products. 
I ask that all bankers, business men 


farmers, societies, agricultural asso- 
ciations, labor organizations and, so 
far as possible, the schools of the 
state, interest themselves in the mat- 
ter of increasing our agricultural pro- 
ducts. 
I urge that the bankers of the state 


give aid in the form of loans, in rea- 
sonable sums, to farmers who may 
need assistance either In the purchase 
of seed or in the cultivation of crops 
I recommend to the people of the 


cities, towns and villages that they 
plant liberal crops , of vegetables on 
the vacant property, in order that 
they may supply themselves and there- 
by be protected against high prices of 
such commodities. 
I also recommend that the citizens 


practice all reasonable economy In 
the conservation of food, bearing in 
mind that under present conditions 
food wasted is food taken from some- 
one who needs it,

WAR ALONE. 


Weather Now Favors Slavs, but When 


Ground Dries Out, Hlndenburg 


May Advance. 


Washington, April 18.—There is no 


longer concealment In official Circles 
of the apprehension 
felt over the 


progress of events in'Russia. 


Disquieting news has been reaching 


the state department from Perrograd 
for some days. It backs up the judg- 
ment of expert military nnd naval offi- 
cers of all the Russian allies that, the 
great country, with its vast resources 
of men and material, cannot be a real 
contender against the central powers 
In the near future. 


The duma government lacks the ele- 


ments of strength which are absolute- 
ly essential for the effective supply of 
large armies. 
Officers no longer have 


tlie control of the men which they pos- 
sessed under the empire. 


The socialists are conducting an ac- 


tive propaganda, and in this are aided 
and abetted by the German socialists. 
There Is need of food for the people 
and the army, munitions for the anny, 
and, above all, transportation. 


So grave are the problems, so con- 
stant the intrigues against the govern- 
ment, which are in part German in- 
spired, that the American people and 
the allies must prepare for the eventu- 
ality that the Russian troops will no 
longer be of much service. 
That the present government will 


make peace is not believed. 
It may 


be driven to extreme lengths, how- 
ever, to save itself from overthrow. 


Fortunately for the Russian armies, 


the Germans are prevented from mak- 
ing " vigorous offensive, largely be- 
cause of weather conditions, and to 
u minor extent because of the heavy 
attacks which the British and French 
are delivering on the west front.

Andrew 
Bonar Law, former Premier Asquitb, 
John Dillon in the name of the Irish 
Nationalists nnd George YVardle on be- 
half of the Labor party, all character- 
ized the action of the United States 
as the most disinterested act in his- 
tory nnd said it marked a new era for 
humanity.

Washington, April 17.—All persons 


In the United States, citizens and 
aliens, are warned in a proclamation 
Isued on Monday by President Wilson 
that treasonable acts or attempts to 
shield those committing such acts will 
be vigorously prosecuted by the gov- 
ernment. 


Text of Proclamation. 


The president's proclamation fol- 


lows: 
"Whereas, all persons In. the United 


States, citizens as well as aliens, 
should be Informed of the penalties 
which they will Incur for any failure 
to bear true allegiance to the United 
States: 


"Now, 
therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, 


president of the United States, here- 
by issue this proclamation to call espe- 
cial attention to the following provi- 
sions of the Constitution and the laws 
of the United States: 


"Section 3 of article 3 of the Con- 


stitution provides in part: 'Treason 
again.st the United States phall con- 
sist 
only 
in 
levying 
war against 


them, or In adhering to their ene- 
mies, giving them aid and comfort.' 


Cites Criminal Code. 


"The criminal code of the United 


j States provides-: 


J 
"'Section 1—\Vhocver. owing alle- 


giance to the United Stutos, levies 
war against thr-m or adheres to their 
enemies, giving them aid and com- 
fort within the United States or eUe- 
where, Is guilty of treason. 
14 'Section '2—Whoever is convicted 


of treason shall suffer death or, at 
the discretion of the court. >hall be 
imprisoned not less than five years 
and fined not less than .<10,OW, to be 
levied on and collected out of any 
or all of his property. 


"'Section 3—Whoever, owing alle- 


giance to the United States and hav- 
ing knowledge of the commission of 
any treason against them conceals 
and does not, as soon as he may. 
disclose and make known the s:im<; to 
the president or to some judge of 
the United States, or to the governor 
or to some judge or justice of u par- 


i tlcular sinte, is guilty of misprison 


of treason and shall be imprisoned 
not more than seven years, and tim-d 
not more than >?1,<XK). 
" 'Section 6. If two or more persons 


In'any state or territory, or in any 
place subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States, conspire to overthrow, 
put down, or to destroy by force the 
government of the United States, or 
to levy war agnlnst them, or to oppose 
by force the authority thereof, or by 
iorce to prevent, hinder, or delay the 
execution of any law of the United 
States, or by force to seize, take, or 
possess any property of the United 
States contrary to the authority there- 
of, they shall each be fined not more 
than $i"j,000, or Imprisonment not more 
than six years or both.' 


Rulings of Courts. 


"The courts of the United States 


have stated the following acts to be 
treasonable: 
"The use or attempted use of any 


force or violence against the govern- 
ment of the United States or its mili- 
tary or naval forces. 
"The acquisition, use or disposal of 


any property with knowledge that It 
is to be, or with intent that it shall 
be of assistance to the enemy In their 
hostilities against the United States. 


"The performance of any act or the 


publication of statements or Informa- 
tion which will give or supply, in any 
way, aid nnd comfort to the enemies 
of the United States. 


"The direction, aiding, counseling or 


countenancing of any of the foregoing 
acts. 
Pesident Aliens Liable. 


"Sucr a.-ts are held to be treason- 


ble, whether committed within 
the 


United States or elsewhere; whether 
committed by a person of the United 
States or by an alien domiciled as re- 
siding in the United States, inasmuch 
as resident aliens, as well us citizens, 
owe allegiance to the United States 
nnd Its laws. 


"Any 
suofa citizen or alien who has 


knowledge of the commission of such 
acts and conceals and does not make 
known the facts to the officials named 
la section 3 of the penal code is guilty 
of misprison of treason. 


"And 
I hereby proclaim and warn 


all citizens of the United States, and 
all a'iens owing allegiance to the gov- 
ernment of the United States, to ab- 
stain from committing any and all 
acts which would constitute a viola- 
tion of any of the laws herein set 
forth; and I further 
proclaim and 


warn all persons who may commit such 
acts that they wlll.be-vigorously prose- 
cuted therefor.

nvention of Shoemaker Expert En- 


ables Even the Badly Afflicted 


to Walk With Ease. 


Work of truly remarkable character 


s being done by a shoemaker—an or- 
thopedic expert—of New York, in the 
fitting of shoes to those who find dif- 
ficulty In walking In ordinary footgear, 
says Popular Mechanics Magazine. For 
ordinary cases a series of "inner foot 
molds" has been prepared, In sizes to 
at various feet. 
Theao resemble or- 


dinary Insoles In general appearance, 
Qut the upper surfaces are uneven, 
having Indentations and projections 
that Insure n contact anatomically per- 
fect for the soles of the feet. 
The 


edges are curved slightly upward. 
When molds are found in which the 
feet rest In comfort, supporting the 
tvelght of the body In perfect balance, 
these molds are worn Inside shoes> of 
a suitable slue. The feet then rest on 
a sort of cup-shaped cushion and are 
kept from pressing unevenly against 
hard, flat surfaces such .us are found 
In ordinary shoes: In footwear thus 
fitted, the weight of the body ib equally 
distributed to the parts of the feet 
best nble to sustain It, all of the foot 
surface being used. 
A normal condi- 


tion for the feet Is thus made pos- 
sible, and the bones, muscles and liga- 
ments are permitted to move natural- 
ly. Some extraordinary cases have also 
been successfully fitted with footwear 
after walking hud become a burdon 
or a seeming Impossibility.

The feet then rest on 
a sort of cup-shaped cushion and are 
kept from pressing unevenly against 
hard, flat surfaces such .as are found 
in ordinary shoes: In footwear thus 
fitted, the weight of the body is equally 
distributed to the parts of the feet 
best able to sustain It, all of the foot 
surface being used. A normal condi- 
tion for the feet is thus made pos- 
sible, arid the bones, muscles and liga- 
ments are permitted to move natural- 
ly Some extraordinary cases have also 
been successfully fitted with footwear 
after walking had become a burden 
or a seeming impossibility.

The governing principle -is this: 


Save the Indian from the bootleggers

In August, 1906, at tho suggestion 


of Commissioner Francis E. Leupp, 
Johnson was appointed by Secretary 
Hitchcock to be special agent in In- 
dian Territory, for the purpose of 
.stamping out the sale of intoxicants to 
Indiana. In 1008 ho was made chief 
of the service, and after Oklahoma 
achieved statehood his duties, were 
oxtended to cover all the Indian reser- 
vations throughout tho country. 


"Go down there," wore Johnson's in- 


structions, "and put as many bootleg- 
gers and illicit whisky sellers out o 
business as you can. Put them In jail 
for as long as you are able, and, when 
they got out, throw them back again. 


Johnson, arriving at the scene of 


operations, found

cases awaiting trial. 
It was evident 


that ho might kick his heels till judg- 
ment day so far aa bringing criminals 
to trial was concerned. He found his 
deputies bulldozed and disheartened 
and laughed at by the grog-sellers. 


That was where Johnson began, 
His first move was to make tho best

burning gambling outfits, and broken 
heads followed. 


"At the end of the period an astro- 


nomical reckoning showed that we had 
destroyed 250,000 bottles 
of .liquor, 


burned out 75 gambling houses, and 
made 1,142 arrests. Fresh mounds ol 
earth marked the resting places of 
four of my boys wbo had been killed 
in tho campaign. Another carried a 
bullet in his nock, and most of us 
carried scara of one sort or another. 
There has been 'something doing. 


"We have not been very tender In 


our dealings with these hyenas, who 
would get an Indian drunk so as to 
rob him of his blanket. Nothing but 
tho unrelenting cold steel of absolute 
justice will have any effect on the 
cuticle of such. There is no quarter 
asked or given, and no sympathy 
wasted. I have never invoked the law 
against a man for making an assault 
on me or attempting my life."

The gamblers took one look at John- 


son -and sprang':for the' ,back.,.wiridow, 
leaping out upon tthe roof of an ad- 
joining .building; i Johnson; jumped after 
them and drove them "all back, firing 
a few shots at their feet to show be 
meant business. They rushed back, 
to be confronted by Booth's revolver, 
and surrendered. Cash bonds having- 
been deposited for their appearance' In 
court next'day, one of the gamblers 
seized the |400 roulette wheel and 'ran 
•with it down a hallway. Johnson went 
ufter him and flopred him with a blow 
from his fist. Another seized the 
wheel and threw it out Ql a window 
into an alley, where a third caught it 
Then he glanced up as a. command 
rang out, to see Johnson covering him 
with his six-shooter. 


"Drop It!" said Johnson. 
The gambler dropped it. 
Johnson did not rest on his laurels. 


In pairs he sent his men to cover all 
the towns In the surrounding terri- 
tory.

Shortly before midnight Johnson, 


accompanied by three trusted deputies, 
Sam Cono, Ed T. Egan and Frank 
West, who was a half-breed Creek In- 
dian, slipped into Tulsa. Their move- 
ments were so swift and sudden that 
tho terrorized citizens believed that 
Johnson had a whole army at his 
back. For four hours the town was in 
a fever of excitement. Three gambling 
houses were burned out,< the flames 
reaching as high as the tops of the 
tallest buildings. 
Only ono man of- 


fered resistance. 
This, was a no- 


torious "bad man" named Bill Burke, 
who armed himself and threatened to 
drive the raiders but of the town. This 
added some zest to Johnson's enjoy- 
,ment. He at once turned his prisoners 
over to his assistant, and, taking a 
magazine rifle, started down tho mid- 
dle of the street to give battle to the 
"terror." 
Covered with sweat and 


mud, the blood streaming down his 
clothes from a wounded hand, Big. 
Johnson must have presented the ap- 
pearance of a walking Eiffel tower 
that had been thrown down and picked 
up again. Bill Burke cast one glance 
at this awful apparition, jumped on his 
horse, without waiting to saddle it or 


away with a well-directed fire, and 
captured two of them. 


Through an "underground 
wire" 


Johnson'learned that a man at Musko- 
gee named Stewart'had received a big 
consignment of liquor. Taking Dep- 
uty Lerbetter, he searched Stewart's 
house, without results, until 16 cases 
of whisky were, discovered behind a 
secret panel. Johnson pulled Stewart 
out of bed and found a bottle of cham- 
pagne. 
, 
"Please don't break that," pleaded 


Stewart. "I got It for ray wife, who Is 
very ill." 
Johnson, who Is a humane man,, 


went downstairs and found Mrs. Stew- 
art at the family wash tub. 


"I guess your wife needs soup more 


than champagne," said Johnson, as he 
smashed the bottle. 


Between Tulsa and Sapulpa Johnson 


came upon two teams in the road. He 
stopped the first wagon, whereupon 
the driver of the second wagon leaped 
from his seat and ran'to cover. The 
first wagon was full of 'tanks and bot- 
tles. Johnson drew his trusty ax, but 


lished In the newspapers 
According- 


the driver let out so wild a peal of ter- 
rcr that Johnson paused. 


"For—for—say! This wagon is load- 


ed with nitroglycerine!" shouted the 
driver. '"We are on our way to the 
Sapulpa oil fields to ahoot a well." 


Investigation proved that this story 


was true. 
The second wagon con- 


tained the whisky, which was soon put 
out of commission, -while the team 
was taken for public sale. 


Such methods practically drove the 


liquor men out of business, for not 
only was their money gone, but their 
liquor had been destroyed, and John- 
son's "blockade" effectively prevented 
their obtaining a further supply at 
profitable prices. • When Johnson got 
through with Indian Territory the re- 
tail price of a flask of whisky had 
risen from 25 cents to $3. 


Johnson'did not stop when be had 


accomplished the first part of his du- 
ties. As has been said,, Te^as was the 
jumping off place for most of the gam- 
blers and "bad men" wbo had infested 
Indian Territory. Johnson went over 
the border to Sherman, and here be 


ly Johnson changed his appearance as 
much as posslble-whlch was not 
much—got on a-horse and rode to the 
town, where he at once made for the 
saloon. It was wide open and appar- 
ently in a prosperous condition. 
. "What's yours?" inquired the letter- 
writer. 


"Old 
rye," answered Johnson. 


The proprietor, who had a Colt .45 


in each hip pocket, turned his back 
to Johnson for a moment to get the 
bottle. Johnson leaned over the bar 
•and with each hand deftly extracted 
one of tho revolvers. Then he arrested 
the man at the point of his own 
weapons and marched him away. 


At the beginning of his career, vari- 


ous epithets were applied to Johnson. 
"Whisky Johnson," and "Pale Ale 
Johnson" were familiar sobriauets. But 
after this sensational explo.u he was 
known as "Pussyfoot Johnson.

So long as it Is a 


real fight with real opposition, John- 
son isn't particular whether the ad- 
versary is a pugilist, and the game a 
physical one, or a constitutional law- 
yer, and the weapon required legal 
talent. He Is always on the job. He 
never had a chip on his shoulder, was 
never looking for one to knock off, 
but he felt himself lucky, indeed, when 
he had an opportunity for action. 
What Johnson says goes. If be ever 
made a misstatement in his life it was 
an unintentional error, and it urn t too 
late yet for htm to make the correc- 
tion."

Senate Passes Highway Bill Provid- 


ing for Large Sum During Com- 


ing Year—To Build Armories. 


Madison—The senate by a vote of 


30*to 3 passed the highway construc- 
tion bill. The members who voted 
against the bill were Senators Bray, 
Roethe and Wnitman. The bill pro- 
vides for a state system of-trunk high- 
ways to be built by Joint federal, state 
and local aids. The license fees for 
automobiles are doubled by the bill. 
The fee for autos will be ?10 a year 
and for motor trucks-from $10 to ?25, 
according to carrying capacity. It is 
estimated that the receipts from auto- 
mobile fees under this bill will amount 
to $2,000,000 a year, 
„. 


The federal aid will range from ?!,- 


000,000 to .$2,000,000' per year and the 
local taxes will produce ?2,000,000 
more a year, making in all about ?6,- 
000,000 a year for road building in 
Wisconsin. The new license fee for 
automobiles will not go into effect un- 
til Jan. 1 next. The bill was immedi- 
ately messaged to the assembly where 
it will be considered within • a few 
days.

The senate, under suspension of the 


rules, also passed the Wilcox bill ap- 
propriating $50,000 annually, to help 
cities in the state erect armories for 
.Wisconsin' National guard companies. 
The vote was.25 to 7. ;' 


The bill provides that the state shall 


nay one-half of the cost of three armo- 
ries to-be Built eacbyear. The city in 
which the armories are -located is to 
furnish the site free and to pay one- 
half the' cost of- the building. ..The 
•'state is to retain title to.the property 
and to care for it through, the adjutant 
general's. department

EXPLOITS OF "PUSSYFOOT JOHNSON" 


IN CLEANING UP INDIAN TERRITORY 


In Five Years by Grit, Courage, Ingenuity and Bulldog Tenacity 


He Wiped Out the Gamblers and Whisky Peddlers From 


Every Indian Reservation—Remarkable Narrative 


That Rivals Deeds of Old Frontiersmen. 


HE STARTS TO CARRIE NATIONIZE THE "MINTS" 


With Three Trusted Deputies He Suddenly Descends on Tulsa and 


Fires Three Gambling Houses—Raids Other Towns and 


Puts Crimp in Gambling and Saloon Business. 


At nn editor's desK In Woatorvllle, 


0., there sits a stoutlsh man of about 
fifty-two, preparing tho lay-outs of a 
<-ham of temperance magazines and 
newspapers. Ills head la as bald aa an 
egg. and It would surprise anyone who 
had just met him and was listening to 
the editor's gentle, half-tUnld accents,, 
to know tliat the several indentations 
in the top of it come from revolver 
butts Implanted thoro during n strug- 
gle In a 
courtroom 
somewhere in 


Texas, when the said 
editor was 


known as the moat sensational news- 
paper detective west of th» Missis- 
sippi. 


William 
Eugene 
Johnson 
Is 
a 


natural-born bad man. 
That his ac- 


tivities have always been enlisted on 
behalf of good citizenship Is probably 
an accident due to early training and 
environment. Picture a man of about 
six feet three, by four feet in diameter, 
an elongated flour barrel, with mus- 
cles bulging out all over him; the face 
of a bandit, uttor fearlessness, a lovo 
of lighting surpassing an Irishman's, 
a strain of Indian blood that makes 
him as tenacious and resolute as a 
full-blood, and one governing prlnci 
pie. That is Johnson. 


The governing principle is this: 


Save the Indian from the bootleggers 
who are debauching thorn with Illicit 
alcohol. 


Johnson 
Is a stanch temperance 


man, but no fanatic. 
It Is only whoi 


ixi8 blood-brothers, tho Indians, are 
ruined by "rum" that you can see the 
man's moral Indignation aroused to 
the. point of fanaticism. For six years 
he fought a battle in tho West on bo 
half of the government's wards tha 
has never been equaled in strenuous 
activity. 
The tale of his exploits la 


here to be set out in full for tho first 
time. 


Iii August, 1906, at tho suggestion 


of Commissioner Francis E. Leupp, 
Johnson was appointed by Secretary 
Hitchcock to be special agent in In- 
dian Territory, fov the purpose of 
stamping out tho sale of Intoxicants to 
Indians. 
In IOCS he V.HS made chief 


of the service, and after Oklahoma 
achieved statehood his duties wore 
uxtended to cover all tho Indian reser- 
vations throughout, tho country. 


"Go down there," were Johnson's in- 


structions, "and put as many bootleg- 
gers and illicit whisky sellers out of 
business as you can. I'ut them in jail 
for as long us you are able, and, when 
they get out, throw them hack again." 


Johnson, arriving at the scene of 


operations, 
found 
four courts and 


eight 
judges, 
with 
C.OOO 
cilminal 


cases awaiting trial. 
It was evident 


that he might kick his huoli till Judg- 
ment day so far as bringing criminals 
to trial was concerned. Ho found his 
deputies bulldozed and disheartened 
and laughed at by the grog-sellers. 


That was whore Johnson began. 
His first move was to make tho best 


collection 
of so-called 
"temperance 


drinks" used for debauching Indians 
that 
was 
ever 
assembled 
Ho 


scooped up bottles of "lino," "Ino," 
"Mistletoe," "Longhorn," "Waukosha," 
"New State," "Moth," "Toototal," "Tin- 
top," "Uauto," "Nottox," "Pablo," etc, 
and had thorn submitted to expert 
analysis. Every ono of them proved 
to bo beer, highly charged with alco- 
hol. 
Johnson went before various 


grand juries with this evidence, and 
the grand juries smiled and votod "no 
bill." 


That spurred Johnson, He gave out 


a signed statement to the newspapers 


hat he was going away for a few days, 
±nd that, on his return, he was going 
o Onrrlo Natlonlsio Indian Territory. 


Ho posted "spotters" at all points 


vhoro boor or whisky could outer the 
orrltory, thus actually blockading It 
Thou, gathering a band of deputies 
nround him, and armed with a big six- 
shooter, a steel hummer, and iv "Jim- 
ny" (or prying opon cases, coffins, 
etc., ho returned. And that was the 
beginning ot real war. 


"I wns shanghaied by Mr. Loupp 


.nto tho Job of leading this enterprise," 
says Johnson. "I marveled somewhat 
at taking the Job, ns 1 know what it 
meant If anything real was uuder- 
takon. 


"I gathered together a band of fol- 


lows who toll much UB I did and who 
wore ready to 'take a chance' with 
mo. 
And for 14 months flying beer 


bottles, 
midnight 
shooting 
affairs, 


burning gambling outfits, and broken 
heads followed, 


"At tho end ot the period an astro- 


nomical reckoning showed that we had 
destroyed 250,000 bottles 
of liquor, 


burned out 7D gambling houses, and 
made 1,142 arrests. Fresh mounds ot 
onrth marked the resting places of 
four of my boys who had been killed 
In tho campaign. Another carried a 
bullet In his nock, aud most of us 
carried scars of ono sort or another. 
Thoro has boon 'something doing.' 


"Wo have not beon very tender in 


our dealings with those hyenas, who 
would got an Indian drunk so as to 
rob him of his blanket. Nothing but 
tho unri'lentlng cold steel ot absolute 
justice will havo any effect on the 
cuticle of such. There Is no quarter 
asked or given, and uo sympathy 
wasted. I have never Invoked tho law 
against u man for making an assault 
on mo or attempting my Hfo." 


Tulsa, I. T., was the scono of the 


first hostilities. Numbers of gamblers 
had Hocked Into that city across the 
Texas lino, and had ^ made arrange- 
ments with tho city council to opon 
Rumbling houses on payment of a 
"Hno" oC $125 
Tho Inevitable crowd 


ot bootleggers and whisky peddlers fol 
lowed them. 


Shortly botore midnight Johnson, 


accompanied by throe trusted deputies, 
Sam COUP, Kd T. Kgan and Frank 
West, who was) a half-brood Creek In- 
dian, slipped into Tulsa. Their move- 
ments were so swift and sudden that 
tho terrorised cltUons believed that 
Johnson had a whole army at his 
back. For four hours tho town was in 
a fover ot excitement. Three gambling 
houses were burned out, the flames 
reaching ao high as the tops of tho 
tallest buildings. 
Only ono man of- 


t'erod roslstanco. 
This 
WAS a no- 


torious "bad man" namod Dill Burke, 
who armed himself and threatened to 
drive the raiders out of tho town. This 
added some zest to Johnson's enjoy- 
ment. He at once turned his prisoners 
over to his assistant, and, taking a 
magazine rifle, started down tho mid- 
dle of tho street to give battle to the 
"terror." 
Covered with sweat and 


mud, 
the blood streaming down his 


clothes from a wounded hand, Big. 
Johnson must have presented the ap- 
pearance ot a walking Eiffel tower 
that had boon thrown down and picked 
up again. Hill Ilurke cast ono glance 
at this awful apparition, jumped on his 
horse, without waiting to saddle it or 
to put on his coat, and made for the 
woodh at full gallop. 


Johnson llkoa Tulsn, 
He raided it 


three times, It is said that whenever 


business wns slow ho stiri^d up Tulsa 
He left town immediately, giving out 
n story that he intended to,go to an- 
other 
part 
of 
tho Territory, and 


slipped buck again, alone, and unde- 
tected. 
Meanwhile Dick Borden, R 


not<>d. gambler, gave a hurry order to 
a furniture emporium, which had some 
new furniture und gambling parapher- 
nalia shipped post haste to Borden'u 
new. place above Tate Brady's store. 
Borden established poker ' and crap 
tables, a faro -vyheel, a roulettd wheel, 
hung mirrors on the walls, put in elec- 
trlo fans and rigged out a buffet lor 
his customers. 
About "30 gamblers 


were playing when in walked Johnson 
and Deputy Marshal Booth. , 


The gamblers took one look at John- 


son and sprang' lor the" back window, 
leaping out upon the roof of an ad- 
joining building. Johnson jumped after 
them and drove them all back, firing 
a few shots at their feet to show he 
meant business, 
They rushed back, 


to bo confronted by Booth's revolver, 
and surrendered. 
Cash bonds having 


beon deposited for their appearance in 
court next day, one of tho gamblers 
seized the $400 roulette wheel and ran 
with it down a hallway, Johnson went 
after him and flopred him with a blow 
from his list. Another seized 
the 


wheel and threw it out of a window 
into an nlley, where a third caught it. 
Then ho glanced up as a command 
rang out, to see Johnson covering him 
with his six-shooter. 


"Drop It!" said Johnson. 
Tho gambler dropped it. 
Johnson did not rest on his laurels. 


In pairs ht sent his men to cover all 
tho towns in the surrounding terri- 
tory. At Tullahasse, Sam Cone seized 
two trunks full of whisky, which had 
boon shipped as "baggage." 
That 


night, while he was lodged In the 
house of Dr. Mann, a gang of negroes 
assembled outside and began firing 
through 
tho 
windows. One bullet 


grazed 
Cone's 
hand 
and 
another 


pierced his clothes; but the two men 
went after tho negroes, drove them 
away with a well-directed fire, and 
captured two of them. 


Through 
an 
"underground 
wire" 


Johnson learned that a man at Muskc- 
gee named Stewart'had received a big 
consignment of Hciuor. 
Taking Dep- 


uty Lerbotter, ho searched Stewart's 
house, without results, until IB cases 
ot whisky were, discovered behind a 
secret panel. Johnson pulled Stewart 
out of bod and found a bottle ot cham-

"Please don't break that," pleaded 


Stewart. "I got it for my wife, who is 
very ill." 


Johnson, who Is a humane man, 


wont downstairs and found Mrs. Stew- 
art at the family wash tub. 


"I guess your wife needs soup more 


than champagne," said Johnson, as ho 
smashed the bottle. 


Between Tulsa and Sapulpa Johnson 


came upon two teams in tho road. He 
stopped the first wagon, whereupon 
the driver of tho second wagon leaped 
from his scat and ran to cover. The 
llrsl wagon was full of tanks and bot- 
tles. Johnson drew his trusty ax, but 
the driver let out so wild a peal ot ler- 
rcr that Johnson paused. 


"For—for—say! This wagon is load- 


ed with nitroglycerine!" shouted the 
driver. 
"We are on our way to the 


Sapulpa oil Holds to ahoot a well," 


Investigation proved that this story 


was true. 
The second wagon con- 


tained the whisky, which was soon put 
out of commission, while the team 
was taken for public sale. 


Such methods practically drove the 


liquor men out of business, for not 
only was their money gone, but their 
liquor hod boon destroyed, and John- 
son's "blockade" effectively prevented 
their obtaining a further supply at 
profitable prices. When Johnson got 
through with Indian Territory the re- 
tail price of a flask of whisky had 
risen from 25 cents to $3. 


Johnson did not stop when he had 


accomplished the first part ot his du- 
ties. As has been said, Texas was the 
jumping oft place for most ot the gam- 
blers and "bad men" who had infested 
Indian Territory, Johnson went over 
tho border to Sherman, and here he 
pulled oft a coup which gave him the 
reputation of being the "nerviest" 
man in the Southwest. In fact, his 
deed is believed to be without parallel 
outside ot dime novel fiction. 


There was a certain establishment 


known to be both a liquor "joint" and 
a gambling house, hut It was almost 
Impossible to got into the place with- 
out being known, and, once in, it was 
practically impossible to obtain evi- 
dence that would convict, for the law 
required a man to be identified before 
he could be convicted of the sale of 
liquor. 


Going to tho building, Johnson found 


a guard posted. He talked his way 
list 
him 
with 
his 
good-natured, 


mooth Yankee, accents, and went on 
111 he met another guard. Ho talked 
Is way past him also nnd met a third 
uard. Tho third guard, after cross- 
uestloning him, admitted him to an 
nner door, which was locked. A voice 
m the other side demanded to know 
what Johnson wanted. 


"I'm from tho Territory and I have 


a tpn-dollur thirst," siikl Johnson. 


"Well, it you're thirsty, come In," 


inswored the voice. The door was un- 
ocked and Johnson found n fourth 
juard behind it. He went further and 
same to ft place whero about 100 men 
were gambling and engaging in vari- 
ous amusements. 


At the iar end wns a bar, whore 


drinks of all sorts except "soft" were 
being served. The bartender wore a 
mask and wns dressed in a Mother 
Hubbard, so that tlie only way In 
which he could bo identified would be 
by his production In court. 


"What's yours?" he inquired of John- 


"Old 
rye," answered Johnson. 


.The bartender 
placed the bottle 


upon the bar. 
As ho utooped forward 


Johnson whipped off his mask and 
pulled his two Colt revolvers. "You're 
under arrest," ho said. 


Jerking him across the bar, ho 


marched him through the midst of the 
astounded gamblers, opened tho locked 
door, passed the four guards, who were 
still too much contused to realize that 
thoro was only one raider, and took 
him to tho lock-up. 


Shortly utter this a man in a small 


town in-ill' Okimilgoe scnl word to 
Johnson that if he came to his town 


to "start, anything" he would kill him 
on sight. This was the sort of situ- 
ation that always tickled 
Johnson, 


and he met it in his characteristic 
way. 


After making Inquiries he learned 


that the man knew of him only by 
reputation and by photographs pub- 
lished in the newspapers. Aecor.dlng- 
ly Johnson changed his appearance as 
much as possible—which was not 
much—got on a horse and rode to the 
town, where he at once made for the 
saloon. It was wide open and appar- 
ently In a prosperous condition. 


"What's yours?" inquired the letter- 


writer. 


"Old rye," answered Johnson. 
The proprietor, who had n Colt .45 


in each hip pocket, turned his back 
to Johnson for a moment to get the 
bottle. 
Johnson leaned over the bar 


and with each hand deftly extracted 
one of the revolvers. Then he arrested 
the man at the point ot his own 
weapons and marched him away. 


At the beginning ot his career, vari- 


ous epithets were applied to Johnson. 
"Whisky Johnson," and 
"Palo Ale 


Johnson" were familiar sobriquets. But 
after this sensational exploit he was 
known as "Pussyfoot Johnson," This 
appellation clung to him, and In every 
state where an Indian reservation ex- 
ists he is known today only under that 
title. 
Johnson worked almost Invari- 


ably at night. Ha never gave the out- 
laws a chance to bhoot if ho could 
help it 
He says, too, that ho never 


killed a man in his 
life. 
Hut the 


murderous nature of his undertaking 
Is shown by tho ftict that some two 
dozen outlaws nnd deputies perished 
during Johnson's Indian Territory cam- 
paign. 


It was a case of onp man against 


almost the entire population of the 
Territory, nnd that one man created 
n revulsion of sentiment that entirely 
suppressed the liquor traffic among 
Indians until the time of statehood ar- 
rived. Johnson had to work with apa- 
thetic courts and civil officials almost 
invariably hostile. He met lawlessness 
with scrupulous law abidingness. He 
dug up an old Indian treaty of 1855 
which banned the sale of liquor to In- 
dians In Minnesota, and put the lid 
on hundreds of grog shops In that 
state. lie dug up another old law giv- 
ing an officer the right to enter a 
gambling house and destroy the para 
phornalitt within. Johnson's hugo bon-. 
fires becam/f a feature of his cam- 
paign. 
Often ho had the opposition 


ot the fire departments, which put oui 
tho flames. But hn never faltered. A 
dozen times he was arrested and 
thrown into jail, but he got 'free and 
turned the tables completely. 


At Mahnomen, the village marshal, 


accompanied by a posse of armed citi- 
zens, appeared at the doorway of a 
saloon while Johnson's hatchet, wield- 
ed with all the muscular force of his 
strong right arm, was battering in a 
safe. Tho marshal had come to arrest 
Johnson 
tor 
destroying 
property. 


Johnson paused long enough in his 
work of destruction to thrust his re- 
volver into the marshal's face. 


"I represent tho department ot In- 


dian affairs," he said quietly. "You 
men had better get out ot here until 
we finish our work." 


As the marshal demurred Johnson 


advanced a step in his direction and 
smiled in his face. 


"Get out!" ho said. 
The marshal accepted the spirit of 


the invitation and "got." So did the 
armed posse. 
When the destruction 


was complete Johnson led his deputies 
out of the saloon to where the marshal 
and the posse were standing. 


"Did you want to arrest me?" In- 


quired Johnson, with his famous smile. 


"Why, yes," stammered the marshal, 


"I should like to." 


"Go ahead, then," answered John- 


son, and the marshal went ahead. But 
Johnson wns lully sustained by the au- 
thorities ul Washington uud liberated 
almost Immediately, 


Johnson possessed a small caliber 


rifle which had been specially made 
tor him. 
It'would shoot through 24 


Inches of hardwood, j Tho reputation 
of this -weapon spread throughout the 
West and Southwest, 
T-hat *was a 


good thing, for Johllison, like most 
stout men, Is not a first-class sprinter,,

somebody'once nskod one ol Johnson's 
captives in his presence. 


"I was afraid he'd turn thUt darned 


spray on me," replied the prisoner, 
glancing at Johnson's automatics. 


By the time Indian Territory was In- 


corporated with Oklahoma M a state 
a large aud thriving colony of federal 
prisoners at ForULeavenworth and in 
other United States penitentiaries at- 


tested to Johnson's activities. 
Many 


are still there, lite prisoners, includ- 
ing the murderer Harris, whom John- 
son arrested single-handed In hiu camp 
near the Canadian rlvor, Johnson had 
succeeded In mukliiK his nnmo one of 
terror to every outlaw In the Territory. 
He was shot at innumerable times, 
but, though tour of his deputies were 
shot dead and three others wounded 
he escaped with nothing worse than 
a few fingers broken upon a prisoner's 
head. 
And ho had inspired his, fol- 


lowers with his own enthusiasm and 
courage. 


To quote a comment made on him: 


"Johnson Is a fighter. He would rath- 
er fight than eat 
So long as it Is a 


real fight with real opposition, John- 
son isn't particular whether tho ad- 
versary Is a pugilist, and the game a 
physical on<', or u constitutional law- 
yer, and the weapon required legal 
talent. Ho Is always on the job. lie 
never had a chip on his shoulder, was 
never looking for one to knock off, 
but he toll himself lucky, indeed, when 
he had an opportunity 
for action. 


What Johnson says goes. If he ever 
made a misstntcmont in his life It was 
an unintentional error, and It Isn't too 
lato yet for him to make tho correc- 
tion." 


When Oklahoma became a state 


Johnson's activities were ended thbre, 
to become national ones. lie was made 
chief spo.rial officer, with duties i-x- 
tending over every Indian reservation 
in the country. "Pussyfoot" became a 
national name. 


In Oklahoma uno man transformed 


the situation from one of lawlessness 
to ono ot respect for the government. 
But he had sown seeds 
of hatred 


which were to blossom Into a crop of 
deaths and sanguinary battles, in re- 
lentless tracking nnd in dramatic re- 
venge.

Washington.—It wns war night In 


Washington. No one who was In the 
cnpltol city of his country on the night 
that President Wilson made his appeal 
to congress for a declaration o£ war 
on a country that has invaded oui; 
rights ever will forget the scene. 


The night was black with clouds, 


although rnln wns absent. No ono of 
the thousands on the broad avenues 
approaching the capltol knew, how- 
ever, that the sky was overcast. Wash- 
ington was ablaze wl(ii light and the 
glory of flags with their stars shining 
ID the reflected glow of the brightness 
beneath. 


Tho great dome of the capltol rose 


omrblo white and beautiful above the 
city. A score of electric searchlights 
mnde shining its surface and brought 
clearly into tho vision tho form of the 
haloed Goddeas of Liberty. 


For the first time in the history of 


this nation a president of the United 
States when going to congress to at- 
tend a legislative session was accom- 
panied nnd guarded by an armed body 
of regular troops. There was a touch 
of war thus given to the scene before 
the president had opened his lips to 
address tho lawmakers and to urge 
that authority bo given him to arm 
the nation to defend the right. 


On other occasions In tho past pres- 


idents of tho United States have gone 
to tho capltol with a guard of regular 
soldiery, but thcso occasions have 
been those of ceremony only, such as 
inaugurations, or tho funerals ot men 
great in the nation's history. Presi- 
dent Wilson is the llrst president of 
tho United States to nsk congress di- 
rectly by word of mouth for n dec- 
laration of war. In other cases a 
transmitted message was depended up- 
on to move tho lawmakers to their 
duty. 


Mounted Troop* Guard Capltol. 


Tho 
cnpltol was surrounded by 


mounted troops. There had beon ru- 
mors all day that trouble might be 
expected. 
A. pacifist out of sympathy 


with the Ideals of n great democracy 
hud assaulted a senator oC the United 
States who from tho first hud stood 
for Americanism. There were crowds 
of piiclllsts In town, nine-tenths of 
whom were perfectly sincere In their 
belief that there Is nothing worse than 
war and yet it was more than suspect- 
ed that masquerading under the ap- 
pearance of pacifism were men, some 
few men, bent on evil. The guard of 
regular troops about the capltol wns 
placed there not without belief In the 
bound judgment of tho act. 


Never in Washington prior to the 


epochal night had anyone seen ambas- 
sadors and ministers of foreign coun- 
tries occupying scats on the floor of 
congress ns guests during a legislative 
session. 
When some American in 


high public place dies and Is honored 
with a funeral on tho floor of senate 
or house, us has happened n number 
of times in the 'past, the representa- 
tives of foreign countries are Invited 
to attend and to show their respect 
and honor for the dead. Never be- 
fore, however, when congress wns as- 
sembled In u business session have 
these foreigners in ofllelal life been 
bidden to sit side by side with the na- 
tion's lawmnke.rs. 


Throng of Notables Preterit, 


There were present when Wooflrow 


Wilson was delivering his stirring ap- 
peal to congress, J. J. Jusserand of the 
French Republic; Sir Cecil Arthur 
Spring-Rice, 
ambassador 
extraordi- 


nary and plenipotentiary from Great 
Britain, and other representatives of 
tha allied and neutral nations. 


All the Judges of the Supremo court 


were present In the house on the mem- 
orable occasion. With them were tho 
members of the cabinet with President 
Wilson. Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court Edward Douglass White, once 
a soldier in tho Confederate array, was 
so stirred by the occasion that when 
the climax wns reached he rose from 
his seat waving the flng and leading 
in tho acclaim. With him was Asso- 
ciate Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
who was n soldier in tho Union army 
and who today carries two bullets In 
his body, for this Massachusetts Judge 
was wounded four times during the 
days of the Civil war. 


Every senator of the United States 


wns present nnd with the exception of 
those who are cspousers of the cause 
of pacifism, everyone of them showed 
his Intense feeling for tho oause which 
wns being pleaded from the speaker's 
desk. The senators, with a few ex- 
ceptions, curried flags. Theso they 
waved every time that tho president 
made a telling point in his address or 
by his words appealed directly to the 
patriotic sentiment of tho Individuals 
In his great audience.

In :»!- 
iliilon, but ih<'y will have thi'lr duties 
lo perform with the fudei'nli/.ed (J»mnl. 
There ««• (he mon who will get com- 
missions because they have passed or 
will IMIKS the examinations necopunry 
to receive commissions In the ollieers' 
reserve corps. 


Take them all together, still it will 


be necessary to find men fit to com- 
mand the forces of the United States, 
green men or men who have received 
at best only primary Instruction In 
the art of war. 


The understanding If today that 


there are some. 10,000 or 32,000 men 
who have passed or who supposedly 
can pass the somewhat rigid examina- 
tions for commissions In tlio olllcern' 
reserve corps. 
The examinations for 


the reserve corps 
are 
sulllclently 


strict nnd comprehensive to make It 
certain that no man who Is not exceed- 
ingly Intelligent und moro thnn fair- 
ly well Informed can puss them. 


Thoutanda Have Offered. 


There will not be enough of those re- 


serve corps candidates to meet the 
government's need. 
There Is u provi- 


sion of the law, section 53 of the act 
approved June 3,-1010, which allows 
tho Age limit to be waived ami makes 
provision for the appointment of com- 
missioned officers who have seen serv- 
ice or who have received military in- 
struction In schools and who are pust 
the age ordinarily fixed for commis- 
sions in thu various grades, 
Uow 


many men over forty-five years of age 
the government will find physically fit 
for commissions it Is hard to say, but 
it Is known definitely that thousands 
of men who have commanded troops 
or who have sorved long enough cither 
in the regular army or in the National 
Guard to enable them with slight ad- 
ditional instruction to enter the com- 
missioned ranks, already have offered 
their services to tho military authori- 
ties. 


The United States government can 


get plenty of men willing to he officers, 
but the question Is whether they will 
be able to meet quickly the require- 
ments of field duty. In other words, 
while the soldiers are being trained In 
foot movements, the manual of arms, 
extended order drill nnd buttle maneu- 
vers, will the newly appointed officers 
have time to acquire that knowledge of 
men nnd military affairs whleh Is es- 
sential not only to the drilling and the 
disciplining of men, but to the tak- 
ing care of them under oil conditions 
of field work? 


This policy "will Involve the im- 


mediate full equipment of the navy 
In nil respects, but particularly in 
supplying It with the best means of 
dealing with tho enemy's submarines." 


This statement In the president's ad- 


dress to congress, Washington thinks, 
was significant of grout tilings that 
must be done, of real master strategy, 
of great operations of which perhaps 
tho nonmllltnry mind probably has uo 
complete sense. 


In another place In his address to 


congress tha president said that tho 
practical duty of the Unlic^ States 
would be: 


"To supply the nations already at 


war with Germany with the materials 
which they can obtain only from us or 
by our assistance. They an- In tho 
Held and wo should help thuin In every 
way to he effective there." 


The navy department has concern- 


ed Itself with means to make effective 
these two plans to which Woodrow 
Wilson gave public consideration in 
his address aud appeal to the law- 
makers of the United States. 


Naval officers realize the intimate 


connection between the two extract* 
from 
the president's address here 


given. Our navy today Is charged in 
part with tlie duty of clearing the en- 
emy's submarines from the depths and 
the surface of the waters. 
It Is a 


huge job. 


Navy Tickles * Big Task. 


It follows ns a wake follows a tor- 


pedo that if tho navy of the United 
States, nddod to tlie navies of Great 
Britain and Franco,"'cannot clear tho 
waters of enemy .submarines, the la- 
bor of currying out tho .second SUITRCS- 
tlon made In quotation from the presi- 
dent's address will be .so difficult of 
accomplishment that the navy mind, 
If it were not a militant mind, might 
stagger at It. 


Every department of the govern- 


ment today Is working to fulfill the 
terms of tho president's word to con- 
gress to the effect that they would 
submit measures for the accomplish- 
ment of the various wiir objects which 
he had mentioned. Ono of the main 
things to be done, of course, Is to 
prepare this country, and today there 
are material evidences that the work 
of Industrinl and nf army and navy 
preparedness, so far ns It affects sup- 
plies nnd means to obtain them, is well 
In hand. This matter concerns Itself, 
according to tho president, not only 
with our own preparation, hut with 
that for continuing to supply the al- 
lied nations of Europe with "the ma- 
terial which they can obtain only 
from us or by our assistance." 


These materials for use abroad must 


be sent abroad. Tho naval experts are 
confronted 
with a 
problem which 


never, before the breaking out of the 
present war, faced 
any nation on 


earth. 
Tn fact, tho problem as it con- 


fronts the navy men Is one of per- 
plexing perils.

Him Ask for Declaration of War.

Washington.—It was war night In 


Washington. No one who was In the 
capitol city of his country on the night 
that President Wilson made his appeal 
to congress for a declaration of war 
on a country that has Invaded our 
rights ever will forget the scene. 


The night WES black with clouds, 


although rain was absent. No one ot 
the thousands on the broad avenues 
approaching the cnpitol knew, how- 
ever, that the sky was overcast. Wash- 
ington was ablaze with light and the 
glory of flags with their stars shining 
In the reflected glow of the brightness 
beneath. 
The great dome of the capitol rose 


warble white and beautiful above the 
city 
A score of electric searchlights 


made shining its surface and brought 
clearly into the vision the form of the 
haloed Goddess of Liberty. 


For the first time In the history of 


this nation a president of the United 
States when going to congress to at- 
tend a legislative session was accom- 
panied and guarded by an armed body 
of regular troops. There was a touch 
of war thus given to the scene before 
the president had opened his lips to 
address the lawmakers and to urge 
that authority be given him to arm 
the nation to defend the right. 


On other occasions In the past pres- 


idents of the United States have gone 
to the capitol with a guard of regular 
soldiery, but these occasions

provision for the appointment of com- 
missioned officers who have seen serv- 
ice or who have received military In- 
struction in schools and who are past 
the age ordinarily fixed for commis- 
sions In the various grades.

U. S. Vessel Escapes—Torpedo Misses 


Target by Thirty Yards—Submarine 
Blockade 
of 
Atlantic 
Coast 
Is 


Seen. 


Washington, April,19.—American pa- , 


trol ships are. sweeping the North At- 
lantic coast of the United States-in 
an effort to locate and destroy the Ger- 
man submarine which fired u torpedo 
at the United States destroyer Smith. 


The presence of enemy submersibles 


In American waters indicates that the 
threatened German submarine block- 
ade of American Atlantic ports has 
begun. 
This announcement was made on 


Tuesday at the navy- department: 


"Reported from Fire Island lightship 


to the naval stations at Boston and 
New York at 3 :30 a. m., on the 17th, 
an enemy ..submarine was sighted by 
the U. S. S. Smith, running apparently 
submerged. Submarine flred a torpedo 
'at the U. S. S. Smith, which missed 
her by SO yards. The wake of the 
torpedo was plainly seen crossing the 
bow. Submarine disappeared." 


The navy department announced 


that the report of the Smith's encoun- 
ter had been substantiated by official 
Investigation. 
No further details are available 


here. 
Whether the presence of the Ger- 


man submarine merely foreshadows n 
sporadic raid, such as the U-53 con- 
ducted off the New England coast,-or 
is the signal for the beginning of a 
general submarine blockade of the At- 
lantic coast is not known. 


The attack by the "U"-boat is Ger- 


many's first recognition of the state of 
war "declared by the United States. It 
was stated in Germany, soon after the 
action of congress that ho aggressive 
steps would be taken against the Unit- 
ed States.
